Sir James Hfinuen, in tho Probate and 
Divorco Division, Iuih i)ronoiinooLl a de- 
croo 7iisi on a husband'.') jjctition for a 
dissolution of his marriiiKi'- 'i'''" co-res- 
pondout was tho Eov. .Tohu WhowoU, for 
twenty-fiva years uiinister at tlio Congre- 
gational chapel, Vicav-lane, Oovonlry. It 
appeared that the parties wore married at 
Driffield, in Yorkshire, in tho yoar 1818, 
and there aro threo ehildron issuo, two of 
whom are girls. Aftor a timo the pe- 
titioner and his wif>i wont to reside at 
Coventry, -whoro tho former carried on 
business of a watch mauufactuior. His 
business oftou called hiui awa;^ from 
homo, and on bis return from a journey 
in May last lio saw a notice in one of the 
nowspapora to tho effect tliat the OO-rea- 
pondent had resigned his ministry. He 
asked his .wife the causes, and shoappcar- 
ed.oonfased. The petitiouur said ho was 
surprised at her not being informod on 
tho matter, as she was a member of tbu 
chapel. The respondent stated th.nt she 
would tell him in tho ra .rning, and when 
that time arrived sho told bin* what prac- 
tically amounted to a confession of her 
infidelity. Tho petitioner at once insti- 
tuted inquiries, and tlien learnt that two 
carpenters wore employed about 7:30 in 
the evening in May, at tho obapel, attend- 
ing lo'the blinds. That was the evening 
set opart for inquiry meetings. They 
had from the chapol a view of the vestry, 
and they wero both now examined as wit 
nesses, and spoke to sooin;r the respond 
ent and co-respondent bn^iking the Sev- 
enth Commandment. Subseiiuontly two 
of the deacons determined to sift the 
matter for themselves, and took up a 
position from which they had a view of 
the vestry. They saw Mrs. Hawkins en- 
ter and they were oye-witneases to her 
infidelity with Whowell. They went in, 
and the respondent asked for morcy. and 
that the matter should not be bruited 
abrcwd. The co-respondent was fold that 
Ke^mnat never oflioiate again, and subse- 
quently he resigned. These facta wero 
fully proved, and the contents of a letter 
from tho co-respondent to the petitioner 
■were also read. In it ho exprossod re- 
gret for what bad happened, and offered 
Mr. Hawkins X20 towards his expenses if 
ho would' forego proceeding with his 
divorce suit. Mrs. Hawkins also wrote 
the following letter, which the petitioner 
identified as being in her handwriting. 
There was no date to it: — 

Edward, my own dear Edward,— I come 
to you to kueol in spirit at your knees. 
Pass your hand over my head as in the 
other days; my heart is faint and sick. I 
oome to you with ttars, bitter tears, of 
remorse and agony, such tears as the 
eyes cannot, dare not shed, the tears that 
are the hardest of all— tho unseen. Oh 
dear, oh doar Edward, in your tenderness 
think of vour years of Jovo; think I am 
the mother of your children. I have 
nursed them and cared for thorn with a 
Jove and tenderness that nothing could 
exceed. I have over loved you, dearest, 
through all the tliirty years of our lives j 
I feel my heart will break. Oh, Edward, 
B».you hope for mercy, bo merciful to me, 
forgive me tho DUHt, and I will prove to 
you by the future days, bo they many or 
r.ieyfi my contrition. My grief and bur- 
■• denis more than I can bear long. Let 
'■ ine show you how I repent by obedience, 
and by never again saying a quick and 
hasty word. I know God forgives all 
who repent. I repent in bitterness and 
grief. Will you love mo more? Will 
you take mo to your heart aud sonl. If 
not, if you cannot, toll mo, and I shall 
pray my God to take mo in mercy from a 
• lifo that is full of despair and sorrow. 
Oh Edward, oh Edward, forgive, forgive 
your unhappy Mabia.

Sorao persons in the East may ask 
why is the Chinese influx a nuisance? 
■"^e answer, because it tends to the 
(iegradatlon and domoralization of the 
.working peoiplo of thin (iountry by ro- 
;-^d|cipg wages to such a losv lif,'iire that 
-'ins'^liardly i)ossil)lo font workingniuu 
tP Bupport hiiuHiiit'. much loss to luaiii- 
tfliu a family. It also prevents Euro, 
poaus coming hero, who aro the only 
class of emigrants that conduco to tho 
progi-Qss and prosperity of tlio ooiintry. 
It h°as boon said that Asiatics liuvo aa 
much right to conio hero as Europeans; 
but tbe°caBO is \ory diil'oreut; for, 
whereas Europeans and Americana are 
one and the same race, the latter 
boiu" meroly descendants of tho for- 
mer-^ABinstics aro of an ejuiroly lower 
order and disiuict ori^'iii, luul thoir 
admixluro among iiR would prove dis- 
astrous. Thooloyiaiis may say that 
tho idea of men being of diil'erent 
oviBi" is contrary to tho Scriptures; so 
they said when Yiiuih.ils and othors 
adduced tho theory of Ihc^ earth boiiig 
round; so tl'.oy also said when Coper- 
Nioua, and aftorwards GaLilko, ad- 
duced tho hoUocoutric theory. These 
men wore called iufidels and atheists, 
many of them having been ^ut to tor- 
■ <a«e Rttd death by the religipnUts fpr 



believing and teaching truths that aro 
now accepted by all learned mou, both 
lay and clerical. Modern geological 
researches have proved to us that va- 
rious races of men and other animals 
have existed upon this earth many 
thousand years anterior to the Bibli- 
cal account of the creation. Wo aro 
not disputing the authority of tho Bi- 
ble as a spiritual guide, but the great 
mistake of many has been the accep- 
tance of the Bible as a test-book of 
science, for which it was never intend- 
ed. 

But to return to the question of Asi- 
atic emigration. The obvious result 
of an unchecked influx into this coun- 
try will be the gradual displacement 
of the white race. Peru at the pres- 
ent timo furnishes an illustration of 
tho evil effects of coolie inii)ortalioii. 
In that unfortunate country there may 
bo said to bo but two classes of society, 
the rich and the serfs. The native working 
population ai'o fast degenerating and 
decreasing, not being able to compote 
with Chinese choup labor. As a result 
the country is fast being settled by the 
Chinese, and will soon bo entirely in 
their possession. We must remember 
that China has a population of about 
four hundred millions, aud that a con- 
stant swarming from sucli a popula- 
tion, with such facilities us are offered 
them, would soon devastate the whole 
Pacific coast of America woi^e than 
any plague of locusts. If the same 
facilities wore offered to Europeans to 
come here, this country would soon 
be i:)opulated by a people who would 
tend to the progress and power of the 
nation, whereas tho presence of the 
Chinese only tends to its degradation. 
A European af^er being here a few 
years becomes as good a citizen and as 
patriotic as the native bom ; but a 
Chinaman can never bo reconciled to 
the laws, religion, manners nor cus- 
toms of any other nation than his 
own. .

The Government I^olioy. 

The Premier, liaviuf,' nearly recov- 
ered his -wontocl liealth, will seize 
upon tlie occasion presented by the 
meeting .of. the Houbg to-day to brief- 
ly enunciate the policy of the Govern- 
ment. Preciaely what that policy will 
be is at present known only to Minis- 
ters themselves.'. But there are cer- 
tain princaples to carry out which the 
Liberal MinistTy.aooop ted office and 
to wliiohi it may be useful now to re- 
fer as forming a part qf the j Liberal 
programme of the BesBidn. iJo' Min- 
istry has accepted oiRce in British 
North America under more difficult 
auspices; , and no, Ministi^y has ever 
been 'accorded a more powerful, popu- 
lar backing than that of Mr. Elliott. 
Keceiving the Government from the 
Lands of a corrupt, wasteful and dis- 
graced Ministry, who had squandered 
every oent.of public money and in- 
curred vast 'iiabilities it will require 
years of iigid economy to pay, they 
have met with the most unpatriotic 
treatment at the bauds of their prede- 
cessors. Their every stop has bisen' 
dogged, the public business retarded; 
abuse, slander and villification of the 
foulest kind showered upon them. 
In the face of this storm of oppo- 
Bition. dotracbiou and misrepresento- 
tion, beneath which any but earnest 
men intent upon doing their duty to 
the country would have sunk, the 
Ministers have gone quietly to work 
and have succeeded, wo understand, 
in foruiing a policy which will 
be as satisfactory to the largo 
majority of the people as it will prove 
beneficial to the whole country. 
It will bo recalled to mind that to this 
Ministry was intrusted the delicate 
task of opening negotiations with Ca- 
nada for a release of the Provincial 
subsidies illegally pawned to Canada 
by their predecessors. Those nego- 
tiations they were expected to conduct 
without jeopardising in the slightest 
degree the treaty-rights of the Pro- 
vince. It will be interesting to learn 
from the lips of the Premier to.-day 
bow far negotiations have been press- 
ed; whether due caution has been ob- 
aerved in conducting the correspon- 
dence; and wbat has been the result. 
Many people are disposed to think 
that if . Oanada, aims at repudiation 
of the rulway covenant she -will not 
relax her grip, on the subsidies until 
^she has been assured^that she will be 
released from her treaty-obligations. 
Therefore should she have decided,on 
the application of Mr. Elliott, to raise 
the embargo without exacting condi- 
tions her act will be interpreted as a 
highly favorable outlook for' railway 
construction. Sufficient time not 
having elapsed for Lord Carnarvon's 
answer to the memorial on the railway- 
imbroglio to reach Victoria, it will be 
impossible for the Premier to fore- 
shodov: what that answer may be; nor 
will it be competent for the Legisla- 
ture — which Ima appealed to the Colo- 
nial Minister — to take action until his 
reply shall have been received here. 
An account of the progress of drydock 
operatious, and the steps that have 
been taken by the Government to re- 
pair the mistake of their prodocessors, 
will be listened to with interest. But 
by far the most interesting portion o f 
the policy wdl be that relating to Fi- 
D^ee.-; The deplorable state of the 
finances is notorious. ' Every"" one 
knows that the former occupants of 
the Treasury benches involved the 
Province in a heavy debt for unneces- 
sary works, that they left on record no 
scheme for discharging that debt, and 
that , scores of contractors and work- 
ingmen employed by the Walkem 
Government remain unjiaid to this 
hour. It did not require the exultant 
remark of one of the Ministers as he 
oroBRed tlieBanae,— "Thank QodI we have 
not left a cent in the Treasury 1 1" — to tt>ll 
the people that the country was reduc- 
ed to a condition of bankruptcy and 
beggary. The dishonored drafts pro- 
claimed the unwolcouiG truth much 
louder than the Minister did. To 
present an intelligent scheme for 
creating a revenue and satisfying eve- 
ry just claim against the country is 
one of the duties with which the Gov- 
ernment are charged. The first step 
towards attaining those much-desired 
objeots is a reduction of the expenses 
of Government to a ti/jure within the 
capacity of the Province to bear. 
Economy should bo osorcised in each 
department. Every unnecessary ofli- 
cial should bo dispensed with. It is 
mpnbtrous that Balarios alone should 
swallow up $269,000 yearly. There 
can be no excuse for the expenditure 
of so large a sum for the purposes of 
Government. All work to be i^aid for 
with public money, should bo given 
out to the lowest responsible bidder. 
After Bel^eqcbment .wesbalji. naturally 
expect to be told how ifie iS-OTernment 

{jroposo to raise a revenue to meet 
labilities and defray the expenses of 
Government and carry out needed 
public improvomonts. The acceptance 
of any advances from Canada (beyond 



the subsidies) would be fraught with 
dangerous consequences to the Pro- 
vince, and the Government should not 
look m that direction for 'inancial re- 
lief , especially when to do so would, 
under the most favorable (sircum- 
atancoB, be merely to avert the- iuovi- 
table result— taxation— for at most a 
twelvemonth. The situation is a diffi- 
cult and delicate one; but we believe 
there is sulHcient patriotism in 
people and House to accept a very 
light and equitable property-tax, 
should the imposition of such be deem- 
ed necessary for a term of years to re- 
lieve the Province of its most pressing 
obligations. We believe we are cor- 
rect in the statement that this is the 
only Province in British North Ameri- 
ca—the only State in the world— where 
there is not a tax of some kind impos- 
ed for the purposes of Government. 
In Washington Territory (where there 
are absolutely no roads) real estate 
pays 2i per cent, on its value; private 
property— such as furniture, jewelry, 
watches, horses, cattle, sheep, ai-e all 
taxed heavily. In California there 
are also taxes of 2^ per cent, on real 
and personal property. In Ontario 
the general rate is Ijt per cent, on real 
and personal property. In some of 
the Eastern States the rate of taxation 
varies from 1^ to 3 jier cent, per an- 
num; in addition there are Municipal 
and income taxes and seliool 
rates levied without mercy or dis- 
cretion. What might have been the 
rate of taxation necessary had the 
Walkem Government been sufl'ered to 
continue their toad career a year long- 
er it is impossible to predict. Pro- 
bably two per cent, would not have 
met the interest on the doticiency. 
They were fortunately removed in the 
niche of time and the Government will 
therefore be enabled to fix upon a rate 
of taxation so small that it will not 
press unduly on any man or interest , 
and so equitable that ovory back will 
carry its share for the common bene- 
fit. We earnestly hope, however.that 
incomes will not be included in taxa- 
tion. A tax on incomes isinquisation- 
al, is not suited to a new country, 
and smacks of class legislation, of which 
we have had too much in the past. In 
the general scheme of taxation the 
Ministry will probably impose a slight 
toll on goods passing over the trunk 
roads, the revenue derived therefrom 
to be applied to keeping those 
roods in complete repair ond to no 
other purpose. 

We have briefly sketched above 
what we conceive ought to form the 
leading feaiures of the policy to be 
propounded to-day. The public will 
watch with interest the proceedings, 
and we feel certain that no equitable 
scheme of taxation will meet with op 
position in or out of the House — ex- 
,oept from adherents of the late Minis- 
try, who at their caucus on Thursday 
night resolved to "oppose any pol- 
icj" that the Government may 
bring forward. The people have weigb- 
ed and measured those patriots, unil tbo 
smallest coin of the realm would express 
their "value in jjopular estimation. 

Who are the ^'Traitors" ? 

Under the caption "Traitors," our 
contemporary says: — 

"On Mr. DeGosmos motion with ro 
gard to the immediate proseoution of the 
Paoifio Bailway, the following British 
Oolumbians proved traitors to the Prov- 
inco:-KO.SCOE, DEWDXKY and CUN- 
I^INGHA.M. Bliame on ibfiiil" 

The dishonesty of classifying Mr. 
Roscoe as our contemporary does, 
will be sufficiently apparent when we 
state that, according to the publislied 
report of proceeilings that gentleman 
'paired oil" with an opponent of the 
resolution.' But who were the real 
opoonents of Columbia — those «to mem- 
bers who persisted in pressing to a pre 
mature discussion and division a sense- 
less iind suicidal resolution, or those one 
hundred and fi/tu four members who 
romonstratod against such grofs 
iudiscretiou ? Does not our con- 
temporary perceive that it places its idol, 
Sir John A. Macdonald, amongst ttio 
traitors" ?— for he, too, denounced the 
movement and voted aKninst DoConmns' 
resolution. Does not every man of Kcnst) 
see that to force on sucb a diMouHHion 
and vote before the Govcrnniont liiul liiid 
its promised railway policy before tliu 
HouHQ was an atrocious blundorV The 
question could not well have oomo uiJ in 
a form and under oiroumstancos more 
unfavorable, considered from a Colum 
bian point of view. As has been soon by 
"the published reports, it provoked ii dis- 
cussion most nnfavoriiblo to this J'ro- 
viuoo, and there has too uiuuh r(!ii.sou to 
fear that it has seriously i)r(^judiced our 
case. Had the Government been j)or- 
mittod to place its railway policy before 
the House before any auoh indiscreet dis- 
ouBsiqn bad been provoked, there is every 
reason to believe that it woivld have been 
found to bo framed in a spirit of fairness 
and friendliness to this Province, and 
there could bo little doubt that it would 
havo found supporters in thoso very 
members who havo boon, as it were, 
driven into a hostile attitude by Colum- 
bia's 80-oalled friends. Under the most 
unfavorable oiroumstances i)ossil)le, Uo- 
Cosmos hiiH Hiioceodad in extorting from 
a rohiotautand jirotesting Honso an un- 
favorable, heoauso premature, verdiot; 
and it is diflieult to say to what extent 
Colnmbia'a cause may bo prejudiced 
tlirough this uupardonablo iadisoretiou. 
Home Governments would take advantage 
of the oxprossion of opinion thus elicited 
to revise their policy to the serious detri- 
mout of our intoroats. Wo can only hope 
tho Maokeuzie Administration will provo 
itself capable of taking a higher and 
more stoteaqianlike stand.

His Excollonoy tho Adraiuistrator of tho 
Governmout at Halifax for his approval. 

On the 25th of tho same mouth the 
Minnte was returned to me approved — 
whereupon I directed that two copies 
should be made, one to be retained as a 
spare copy for ready roferonce in the of- 
fice, the other for your Department for 
transmission to British Columbia.

Editor GoLONibT: — In reply to your 
correspondent "H." I say again, our 
coal, gold iind lumber ought to bo 
taxed. Under peculiar oiroumstances 
a tux on such property would be inju- 
dicious; but the circumstances are not 
apparent horo, In their infancy these 
industrieH deserve eucourageraont and 
assistance; b\it as soon an tlioro is evi- 
dence of growth and strength, when 
tho dimininliod risk of tho speculation 
is apparent, tuks the question o| taxa 
tion may bo justly considered. The 
objection your aorreaponflenfc makes is 
frivolous. Ho offers no ^ evidence at 
all to su])port liis oj)inion in favor of 
exoiuptiug this kind of national wealth 
from taxation. All tho products of 
industry are taxable property. Gold 
and ooal in the earth are useless; tak- 
en to tho surfticq by industry they bo 
cotne pvopprty. ^he forests oncumboy 
tho field; labor converts them into 
now shapes: planks, boards and spars 
In those new shapes thoy are property, 
apd J oa^npt pe^'wl^y they, or either 
of the other two, should escape taxa- 
tion. To tax either is as just as to tux 
an improved farm or a new hpuse. Tli 
prolils oil coal aud lumber are moro 
cortuin than tho prulits on gold. Tho 
labourer iu search of gold risks moro 
than is risked by the lumberman or 
coal-miner, tbeTefore b\<j tuxatlon 
should 1)0 lofi'3, and if there is any pro- 
perly iu tho i'loviuoe entitled to ox- 
omptiou fr(jm taxation it is gold; but, 
at present, ovon this hard-earned pi'P- 
porty shoiild bo la.\od, bocnusjo it is 
uecQsaavy iQ ta^ aia tiie Aation^ pro- 
perty to save the national life. 

A nation as rich as lilnglaud WQuld 
not bo guilty oftiuuh silly extravagance 
an wo displayed on two late OQcasions, 
Tiin road from Vaio to Cariboo cost 
this Province three million dollars, 
and our representatives in the Looal 
House gave it as a free gift to five or 
six merchants.

, yays must keep it in repair and repay 



tt pcxrtioh of l,)ie original expenditure 
Giving away this road from a nation 
so poor aa this was "villainous good 
nature;" and making the new road by 
the navigable Fraser may be describ- 
ed as "another hundred miles of non- 
sense." Those two strokes of "policy" 
worthy of British Columbian brains 
proved clearly that we wanted— tho 
lunatic asylum. Tho miners' gold is 
tho only part of the national wealth 
that has the slightest claim to exemp- 
tion from taxation. All other ap- 

' if 

we are tp.esoape the results of ineigni- 
fioant ' legislalioh. " Why should 
Mr. Harper, who uses- , half the 
Province as a pasture^'field. es- 
cape .tax.ation? There is no evidence 
t(^ show that any property-ownor should 
not'be a taxpayer. A just system of tax- 
ation is necessary and will be popular, if 
tho makers of the new law show clparly 
that the increased revenues are required 
to pay old debts, or to be used usefully 
for the public good. Without such ovi- 
dence a now tax would bo very 
like an old trick. Taxation to make roads 
by navigable rivers would bo tyranny. 
Wo expect nothing of that kind from the 
new Ministry. We have every reason to 
believe thoir honosty and ability will 
save us by a just sy.stom of taxation.

'Cahadi'Mi Finance. 

' (TioBi the Zipndon Bconomlat.] 

We noticed a few months the state 

of Canadian finance, on the issue of a 
now loan for £2,500,000 in our mar- 
ket. Siuco tlieu allairs have chaugod 
for tho worse — at any rate, for tho 
present — aud the change ia of a kind 
that, though probably only temporary, 
deserves some notice both for our in- 
terest iu Canada and on account of a 
si^le (juestioii which it has become 
necoHsary for Canadian statesmen to 
deal with. Tho change is a conversion 
of tho Cauadiun surplus into a deficit 
mainly through a fallings oflf of the 
customs duties, and the political dif- 
ficulty arising is occasioned by the 
Protectionists seizing the opportunity 
to urge the imposition of protective 
duties, both to iill up the deficit and, 
as they say, to restore prosperity 
to tho country by encouraging 
native manufactures. We under- 
stand that ft strong Protectionist 
campaign is being organized, and 
though it may be hoped the 
Canadiaft'letiderB will have enough 
sense and influence to see through and 
beat the Protectionists, the sitaation 
is none the less interesting as illus- 
trating the vitality of economic error. 
Although the Canadians have bofoae 
them the visible evidences of what the 
United States have lost by Protection, 
the cry is raised that the Canadian 
manufacturer is being ruined by the 
American, and ought to be protected; 
and as tho United States in their folly 
tax Canadian raw materials, tho cry is 
supported by a good deal of natural 
irritation. So far, the present Cana- 
dian Government is entitled to all 
praise in dealing with this cry. The 
Finance Minister, iu.stcad of imposing 
now duties, has done a great deal to 
fill up tho breach iu the treasury by 
cutting down expenditures to the ex- 
tent of about £500,000, which 
uo small reduction for a 
State like Canada. The plea 
for now taxation is thus being euccoss- 
fully evaded, and the advocates of 
protection will consequently ho forced 
to argue that question on its merits. 
That they have no case is, of course pla'« 
because it certainly wiil not enrich tho 
Canadian agriculturists to make them 
pay higher for what they consume 
merely that these few manufacturers 
n^y^reoeive the price; and this is what 
the Protectionists propose. It would 
bo much cheaper to vote a subsidy to 
the weak manufacturers at once, but 
to propose taxes avowedly for such a 
purpose would not, of course, go 4own. 
There is a fair reason to hope, then, 
that the Canadian Government will 
not be forced' to yield to the Protec- 
tionist cry. The reduction of cus. 
toms, it may be added, ahows a liabili- 
ty to lluctuatiou to which wo have 
'ooen unaccufjtonicd in this country, 
because our tariff is both limited to a 
few articles of general consumption, 
and 'bas none but specific duties. In 
Canada, on the other hand, the tariff 
ia ad valorem, and on a great many 
miscellaneous articles, and the great 
fall in prices during tho last two years 
cousequeutly means a corresponding 
redaction of the customs receipts. It 
is not BO much that Oapada imports 
less, though \t has had a commercial 
oriais qf some severity, as that the 
same quantities of imports are valued 
at less amounts. AVlien things turn 
round a^ain Canadian finaucios shosll 
keep the lesson in mind, aud seek 
both to make the tariff gpeoifio and to 
limit it aBinuoli as possible to leading 
urtiolea of consumption. .

Mr. Gladstone has been elected 
Professor of Ancient History by the 
Royal Academy of England in place 
of the late Bishop Thirlwall. 

A translation of George' Eliot's new 
work, "Daniel Deronda," appears in 
the February number of a Russian 
periodical devoted to the publication 
of novels. 

There has just been sold at auction 
in Paris a kandjiar (a sort of a sword) 
which belonged to the father of the 
present Shah of Persia; it had forty- 
two notches on its blade, showinj,' it 
had destroyed the lives of forty-two 
men; it brought f8 40; just twenty 
cents each victim. 

A seedy follow ajjplied the other 
day at a low inn in Paris for a night's 
lodgings. When asked to register 
his name ho wrote, "The King of 
SiJain." The i)olico were at once 
noticed, and when they came they ask- 
ed him, "Do you pretend to be King 
of Spain?" "Not I." "Why" then did 
you so register yoni- name ?" "Because 
I wish to travel incognito." 

The hardest working student of the 
age works at a time when most are 
asleep. M. Littre, the lexicographer, 
goes to bed about the hour when M. 
Thiers, the earlj'- rising statesman, 
gets up. M. Littre flourishes upon 
nightwork. He is very little the jun- 
ior of M.ThierSjboiug seventy-four,and 
is quite as healthy, possibly quite aa 
happy, and most certainly quite as 
wise, so far as book-learning is con- 
cerned, as the ex-President. At 28 
Littre was a polyglot. He could have 
told a woman. "I love thee" in ten 
languages, yet did^not say this in one, 
but took care of his old mother while 
she lived. Afterwards ho married a 
portionless girl, He was an entire 
stranger to politics. He carried a gun 
during the revolution of 1830, and he 
wrote articles during that of 1848, and 
ho is a member of the present Nation- 
al Assembly, but never speaks; he 
l^refers to bo silent in twelve langua- 
ges. If all tho letters in his dictionary 
(every word of which he wrote) were 
put in a row, they would stretch near- 
ly fifty miles, and this is only a por- 
tion of his work. 

Recent excavations at Longbridge, 
near Warwick, in England, have led 
to the discovery of a Saxon burial 
place. The other day the grave of a 
Saxon lady was opened and from -the 
richness and character of her raiments 
it is surmised that she was of high 
rank, and lived early in the sixth cen- 
tury, Ah far as one can judge she was 
not moro than five feet high. Of her 
bones nothing remained save a few 
teeth scattered in the ambnr tinted 
gravel, but on what appeared to he 
her breast was a large disc of gold, 2 
inches in diameter, which had been 
attached to some other ornament by a 
wire or string. In tho grave was 
found also a large fibula and a hand- 
some silver bracelet or armlet of ex- 
cellent workmanship. The gold jien- 
dant was ornamented by a series of 
figures formed by a punch. The in- 
terest of the collection centres in the 
silver bracelot, v.-hich ia two inches in 
diameter by two inches and a half, 
and is formed of one strip of silver 
fifteen inches long, bent s6 as to 
form a double ring round the ^Yl■i8t. 
Tho silver is only about a quarter of 
au iuoh broad on its narrowest tiide, 
but swells into three distinct flutes or 
rolls, and presents a band of silver in 
front, nearly an inch and a half wide, 
of six flutings, when the bracelet is on 
the arm. Iu the next grave a curious 
bucket of yew wood with bronze hoops 
was found.

A duel between two French noble- 
men is reported to have taken place 
on tho Belgian frontier under the 
most revolting circumstances.

After 
n-iibbing tho g(n'y cloth on his face, ho 
turned to his I'riuiuls and said, 'I con- 
fide this handkerchief to you, that you 
may hand it to the duobess, my wifia. 
Tell her to place it among the mar- 
riage gifts of our daughter; it is the 
dowry of her father — the purity of his 
name.' Scarcely had he uttered these 
words when he, too, expired, going 
into eternity with a smile upon his 
face, produced by the sentiment that 
his honor had been satisfied.
